LISBON, Feb. 2.—A boy who entered 
upon his nineteenth year last November 
is King of Portugal, Prince Manuel hav- 
ing assumed the title of Marmel IL and 
succeeded to the throne vacated by the 
assassination of his father, King Carlos. 

The revolution into which the instiga- 
tors of the bloody events of yesterday had 
hoped to plunge the country has not yet 
at least engulfed the nation. Premier 
Franoo, the Dictator and real commander 
of the country’s destinies whom the moral 
and physical might of all parties and pow- 
erful interests has not succeeded in de- 
stroying, remains still the trf&umphant 
leader, not only unconquered and unaf- 
frighted, but, retained in power by the 
new king, determined at all hazards and 
at all costs to prevent further violence 
and insurrection and to preserve the mon- 
archy. 

The only indication that universal order 
in Portugal had possibly been broken 
came from Oporto in the form of a rumor 
that a republic had been proclaimed there, 
but this was not confirmed. 

At a meeting of the Council of State to- 
night Premier Franco and the chiefs of 
the Progressive and Regenerationist Par- 
ties offered the King their support for a 
coalition Ministry, which the King ac- 


cepted. 

The Cabinet has resigned, and it is 
understood that Admiral Ferreira Do Am- 
aral will form a coalition Cabinet. This 
indicates that the opponents of Premier 
Franco have decided temporarily to aban- 
don their differences and to unite with 
him to save the monarchy. 

A new cabinet has been suggested as 
follows: Premier, Admiral Ferreira Do

The army, appar- 
ently, still is loyal, and no organized 
movement of the republicans to launch a 
republic is under way, #o far as outward 
appearances go. 

The principal regicide killed has been 
identified as Mamuel Bulea, a Sergeant in 
the Seventh Cavalry, and a teacher in an 
elementary scnookh For eight years he 
acted as a private tutor in this city. He 
was about 30 years of age. 

The two other assassins who were killed 
are believed to be Portuguese. The police, 
however, refuse to make public the re- 
sult of their examination of the men 
under arrest. 

Two of the remainting dead regicides 
have been identified as store clerks, one 
being named Alfred A. Costa. 

The assassins who are under arrest are 
maintaining a stolid silence. It is de- 
clared that the arrests of high persanages 
implicated in the plot will be made soon, 

The number of persons now under ar- 
rest in various forts, many of whom were 
taken into custody prior to the assassina- 
tions, is very great. The prisoners in 
Fort Caxias have refused to accept the 
food given them, declaring that it is of 
bad quality and urfit to eat. 

The Government has adopted most 
thorough measures to block the escape 
from Portugal oF suspects. Premier

It is 
also recalled that it was officially given 
out by the police that an elaborate plot 
had been prepared for an uprising on 
Jan, %1,'the anniversary of the revolt at 
Oporto, the plot including the assassina- 
tion of Franco in the night, a general ris- 
ing at daybreak, the cutting of all wires, 
and the seizure of the reins of Govern- 


ment. 
The naval and military chiefs and high 


dignitaries of the State early in the day 
swore allegiance to King, Manuel, and 
there is every reason to believe that their 
oaths of allegiance were taken in sin- 
cerity and with the full intention of giv- 
ing the new sovereign loyal support. 
Already it is apparent that the act of 
the assassins has had a result directly 
opposite to what they desired. That the 
monarchy will comtinue there seems no 
doubt at this moment. The leaders of 
all the monarchist parties, from the most 
conservative to those where the most 
advanced ideas prevail, have reached 17 
complete agreement to this effect, and 
‘they are bending all their efforts toward 
the maintenance of order in the country. 


Proclamation by the New King. 

A solemn proclamation was issued this 
afternoon by King Manuel, announcing 
that he would uphold the Constitution and 
preserve the integrity of the kingdom. In 
this proclamation, which is addressed to 
the Portuguese people, he says: 

“An abominable crime has stricken me 
in my heart, as a son and brother. I know 
the nation shares my sorrow and indig- 
nation, and detests the horrible act which 
is unprecedented in history. 

“T am called upon by the Constitution 
to preside over the destinies of the nation 
and, conformable therewith, I shall do my 
utmost to promote the good of the father- 
land and merit the affection of the Portu- 
guese people. 

“I swear to maintain the Catholic re- 
ligion and the integrity of the kingdom 
and to observe myself and enforce ob- 
servancé by all of the nation's political 
constitution. 

“I also declare that it is my pleasure 
that the present Ministers shall remain in 
office.”’ 

The proclamation is signed by Dom 
Manuel and is countersigned by all the 
Ministers. 

It is confidently believed that young 
King Manuel will be greatly helped in the 
discharge of the dificcult duties of hfs 
Kingship by the affectionate interest that 
is felt in him by people of all classes, He 
is of a charming and sympathetic nature, 
in whom alJ delight who come in contact 
with him. Even to-day, in spite of his 
wounds and the tragic situation in which 
he has been living since the deaths of his 
father and his elder brother, the Crown 
Prince, he has preserved a demeanor of 
the utmost dignity and courtesy. 

He is not badly hurt. He protests that 
he suffers no pain whatever from his 
wounded arm, which, hewever, he is 
forced to carry in a sling.

An unnatural silence pervaded the place, 
for after the first awakening to the trag- 
edy that had been enacted, with its at- 
tendant noises and confusion, shops and 
cafés were closed, the doors of theatres 
were hastily locked, ‘houses were barri- 
caded, and the streets were cleared. No 
one could say where the next blow would 
fall. 

It looks to-day as though the prospect 
was fairly good for a peaceful settlement 
of the troubles which have agitated 
Portugal for months. The Portuguese 
have had enough of “ revolution ”’ for the 
moment. The country has been shocked 
by the cold-blooded muraers of yester- 
day. Though torn by internal dissensions 


and bloodshed, alarmed by uprisings in 
the streets, and outrages with knife and 
bomb, and always fearful lest these signs 
of revolution would culminate in some 
dreadful outburst of passion, Portugal 
was not prepared for the blow that fell 
yesterday when King and Prince were 
shot to death in a public place, where 
thousands had gathered to greet their 
homecoming. The whole Portuguese peo- 
ple is full of indignation toward those 
who were connected with the murders 
and of pity for the noble Queen and her 
young surviving son. 

The Government has given out a state- 
ment that yesterday’s events will only 
strengthen monarchistic sentiments, both 
among the civil and military classes of 
the nation; that the discipline and temper 
of tne troops is admirable and unfaltering. 

Premier Franco has announced his in- 
tention to adopt the most rigorous meas- 
ures to crush any possible insurrection. 
In the absence of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, the Premier says the House of Peers 
will be convoked to recognize the acces- 
'sion of Manuel, and he will then again 
take the oath of allegiance, 

Terrible Deed on a Beautiful Day. 

No more beautiful day could be imag- 
lined than that on which King Carlos and 
Crown Prince Luiz Philippe met their 
deaths. Returning from a sojourn at the 
King’s estate at Villa Vicosa, accompanied 
|by the Queen, the Crown Prince, and the 
| Infant Manuel, the sovereign seemingly 
iwas in a happy mood when he stepped 
| into, the carriage in waiting at the rail- 
road station. ' Thousands of spectators, 
gayly attired, in combination with the 
bright decorations set out to welcome the 
royal family, made an animated scene. 

; All the surrounding streets were filled 
with gay, light-hearted throngs waiting

Queen Amelie, uttering a scream that 
could be heard by all who had not be- 
come frenzied by the attack, threw her- 
self toward her sons, shielding their 
bodies with her own. As the Queen fran- 
tically struck at the murderers with a| 
bouquet of roses which she had been | 
carrying. the men fired again and again. 

As he saw his father and his brother 
fall, Prince Manue] whipped out a re- 
volver and discharged it at the men, but 
was himself struck on the right arm by 
a bullet from a carbine. A footman in 
the carriage also was wounded, and it 
was stated that a bullet grazed the 
Queen’s shoulder, but did not do\her 
harm. 

The Queen probably would have been 
killed, though, and Prince Manuel also, 
had not the coachman when the firing 
began brought his whip across the flanks 
of his horses and sent them flying into 
the arsenal quadrangle. 

Only mounted police accompanied the 
carriage, as the King had refused a mill- 
tury escort. The attack came from the 
rear, for it was found afterward that the 
King had been shot in the back of the 
neck, and it was.so entirely unexpected 
that the murderers had emptied their 
carbines and revolvers almost before the 
police knew what was going on and had 
turned to flee into the crowds that now, 
panic-stricken, had pressed back before 
their weapons.

pathetic character, had not-succeeded in 
winning popular regard, because he had 
given his support to Premier Franco, and 
Franco's policy perhaps was marked by 
excessive rigor.

FRANCO KNEW OF PLOT. 


Elaborate Precautions Taken—Repub- 
licans Are Blamed, Madrid Hears. 


MADRID, Monday, Feb. 3.—According to 
news received here, the assassinations of 
and the Crown Prince were 
executed under the orders of the Repub- 
lican, Ferreira, and the intention was to 
assassinate the whole Portuguese royal 
family, 

Premier Franco had an intimation of 


these intentions, and fearing that the | 


police would be unable to give the royal 
family adequate protection at Villa Vi- 
cosa, had arranged for their return to 
Lisbon, taking many precautionary meas- 
ures for their safe journey, such as sta- 
tioning special service police and detect- 
ives at various points, and occupying the 
landing stage by strong forces. Crossing 
the Tagus by steamer was advised by him 
in preference to the long route by railroad 
where protective measures would be more 
difficult. 

It seems that altogether some thirty men 
concerned in the plot were secreted among 
the trees along the Villa Vicosa Road, in 
the vicinity of the landing stage and at 
other points along the route.

There were a dozen men in this group, 
and all of them wore long cloaks to con- 
ceal their weapons. 

It is even stated that the Portuguese 
Government has proofs that several men 
prominent in the Republican Party, in- 
cluding one ex-Minister belonging to the 
Regeneration Party, were concerned in 
and defrayed the costs of the plot. Some 
of these, it is said, have escaped across 
the frontier.

The news of the assassination spread 
like wildfire, and thousands of the people, 
bewildered and terrified, poured into the 
streets. Soon the troops and police occu- 
pied all the prominent places, and the 
people hurried to their homes and barri- 
caded the doors and windows, to awaft in 
fear the unknown future. The strictest 
measures were taken by the officers in 
charge of the troops to suppress the slight- 
est sign of disorder, but their work was 
light. There have been no disturbances in 
Lisbon in the last twenty-four hours, and 
Sunday passed off only in the deepest 
gloom, with the populace mourning on 
every hand. 

The bodies of Kirg Carlos and Prince 
Lulz were embalmed to-day and will lie in 
state according to the custom of the 
Court. The funeral probably will be held 
on Feb, 10. 

It is announced that José V. Alpoim, a 
prominent opponent of Franco, who was 
under surveillance by the police, has left 
Lisbon and gone to Salamanca. 


PARIS, Feb. 3.—The Lisbon correspond- 
ent of the Petit Parisien telegraphs that 
Jose VY. Alpoin, Chief of the Progressist

DISAVOWED BY REPUBLICANS. 


Lima Says the Crimes Were Com- 
mitted by Anarchists. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—So great was the 
shock experienced at the Portuguese Le- 
gation here over the announcement of the 
assassination of the King and Crown 
Prince that at first dispatches from Mad- 
rid giving an official view of the events 
at Lisbon scarcely could be credited. 
Later the legation was draped in mourn- 
ing. 

Premier Clemenceau, M. Pichon, For- 
eign Minister, as the representatives of 
President Falliéres; the representatives of 
foreign nations, and other prominent of- 
ficials called at the legation to offer their 
sympathy. President Falliéres received 
the news of the tragedy direct from the 
Duke of Oporto, the King’s brother, who 
celegraphed that two of the regicides had 
been killed and three arrested, and that 
Prince Manuel would be elevated to the 
throne to-day. The French President in 
reply telegraphed his condolences to the 
Duke and also to Queen Amelie. 

Senhor Magalhies Lira, a prominent Re- 
publican and a Granag Master in the 
Portuguese Masonic Fraternity, who was 
banished from the country for treason, 
to-day charged Premier Franco with being 
alone responsible. ‘It is he,’’ said Senhor 
Lima, ‘“‘ who fomented with cool calcula- 
tion popular discord and popular hatred.” 

He declared that the assassination was 
the work of Anarchists and not Republi- 
cans, ana added: 

“TI must admit that Carlos had become 
most unpopular because he retained 
Franco. Indeed, there was no more King 
and Government—only one man. invested 
with extraordinary power which he used 
to drive the country to disaster. All 
parties, without exception, opposed the 
Dictatorship, but I solemnly aver that the 
Republicans are fighting for ideas and 


Hundreds of the people joinea|Test any suspected persons attempting to;™ 


leave the country. 

During the night following the as- 
sassinations the police of Lisbon dis- 
covered and seized a large store of bombs 
and arms and Republican proclamations, 
and arrested a number of Republicans 
and Regenerados, including a few well- 
known men, 

The reported attack on Premier Franco’s 
house would seem to indicate that there 
was foundation for the reports current of 
the intention of the conspirators, after 
wiping out the members of the royal 
household, to kill Franco and proclaim a 
republic. 

It is difficult here to procure rellable 
details of the assassinations. One ac- 
count gays fourteen of the assassins were 
killed, including their leader, and that 
only half a dozen of them effected their 
escape. 

It is also stated here that Queen Amelie 
only escaped by a miracle, several bullets 
striking her hat, the murderers having 
fired with deadly accuracy at the heads 
of their victims. 


FEAR FOR SPANISH KING. 


Anarchists in Spain and Portugal 
Have Been Working Together. 


MADRID, Feb. '2.—The assassination 
yesterday of 
Prince Luiz Philippe has created general 
sorrow in Spain; but at the same time it 
has awakened the fears that once ob- 
tained that a recrudescence of anarchistic 
deeds is not improbale in this monar- 
chy, where the propaganda of the Anar- 
chists already has won for them a strong 
foothold. 

Especially “In Barcelona, where the An- 
archists and revolutionists are notably 
powerful, did the news of the assassina- 
tion cause great excitement. It is under- 
stood that for a long time there has been 
active communication between the radi- 
cal revolutionaries of Portugal and Spain, 
having in view the acting in accord at the 
psychological moment. 

These facts induced the Government to- 
day to take a firm grip on the Spanish 
situation with the intention of forestall- 
ing a possible outbreak of violence in the 
monarchy. A meeting of the Council 
of State was held to-day at which it was 
decided to observe especial precautions 
at the frontier, and rigid rules will be 
enforced concerning the passage across 
the frontier of individuals, traffic, and 
merchandise, 

Immediately after the Council of State 
had ended its session, Premier Maura left 
here for Seville by special train for a 
consultation with King Alfonso. 

The Foreign Office to-day gave out a 
statement saying that the assassins num- 
bered six, all of them being armed with 


carbines and revolvers. They were paid 
by political agitators, enemies of the 
Government. One of the slain regicides 
was a Frenchman, according to the state- 
ment, and encircling his body was a belt 
filled with goid, the pay for his share in 
the murderous act.

The Spanish press, while expressing sor- 
row and indignation at the assassinations, 
makes varlous comments on the political 
aspect of the murders.

Franco, the moral author of the horrors, 
if not yet dead from remorse, has already 
retired from public life.” 

The Liberal welcomes rumors that the 
Spanish Ministry of War will send troops 
to the Portuguese frontier in readiness for 
any eventuality. 

The Imparcial declares that the officers 
of the Madrid garrison have been ordered 
to remain in barracks. The paper is of 
the opinion that errors of King Carlos 
provoked the assassinations. 

El Pais believes the tragedy the result 
of the political absurdities of Premier 
Franco. The paper says it believes the 
new King of Portugal has the necessary 
force of character to master his grief and 
work for the salvation of the country.

VIENNA, eb. 2.—The statement was 
l made at the Portuguese Legation to-day 
that the’ assassins of the King were An- 
archists, and not subjects of the Portu- 
guese monarchy. ‘The Portuguese Minis- 
ter here telesraphed to his Government 
that he was convinced that Dom Miguel 
jde Braganza, the Pretender to the Throne, 
is in nowise connected with the affair. 
Dom Miguel has for some time past been 
traveling in Italy, and he is now staying 
at Viareggio. The members of his imme- 
diate family and other relatives held a 
council here to-day, and their immediate 
advisers assured the family that Dom 
Miguel had no chance whatever of ob- 
taining the throne, notwithstanding the 
strong Republican movement. The pres- 
ent dynasty, represented by Prince Man- 
uel, they declared, possesses the sympa- 
thies of the majority of the Portuguese 
peo p.e. 
, tumors have been circulating on the 
Continent that Dom Miguel is not far 
from the Portuguese frontier at the pres- 
ent moment, awaiting developments, but 
his relatives emphatically deny this.

No Sign of Mourning at the Por- 
tuguese Legation in Washington.

Then he 
took the dispatches which were awaiting 
him and retired to his apartments at 
ence, refusing to see any of those who 
were waiting for him, or to say anything 
about the news he had received from Lis- 
bon. All to-day he remained in seclusion, 
refusing the cards of all newspaper men, 
and even of some members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, who called to convey their 
official expression of condolence. He re- 
ceived only a messenger from the White 
House who called early in the after- 
noon. 

Late to-night, through the friendly of- 
fices of another member of the Diplomatic 
Corps, the Portuguese Minister was seen. 
He said that his dispatches were in the 
nature of confidential communications and 
he could not make them public, but they 


{indicated that the revolution was foment- 


ed by Anarchists of Barcelona. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the Government 
troops have the situation well in hand 
and will be able to control it. The re- 
port that there had been an attempt made 
to murder Premier Franco has reached 
Washington, but the Minister could not 
confirm it. 

The only evidence in Washington to- 
day of the receipt of the news of. the as- 
sassination was at the Brazilian Em- 
bassy, where the flag floated at half 
mast. No display of the Portuguese flag 
was made at the Portuguese Legation. 


PRETENDER ALWAYS READY. 


Will Respond Any Time to a Call to 
the Throne of His Fathers. 


An “ anti-dynastic’’ delegation of Portue- 
guese visited Dom Miguel, the Portuguese 
pretender, at the Chateau of Seebenstein, 
near Vienna, last June, and attempted to 
get from ‘him a definite statement of 
what his action would be in case of a 
revolution in Portugal. Soon after their 
visit Dom Miguel, in interviews with 
representatives of Die Zeit and Thé Neue 
Freie Presse of Vienna, accused King 
Carlos of having violated the Constitu- 
tion, and declared himself ready at any’ 
time to respond to a call “to the throne 
of his fathers."’ 

This throne was left vacant in 1834 by 
Dom Miguel IL, the father of the pre- 
tender and younger son of King John VI, 
King John’s elder son, Dom» Pedro, had 
proclaimed himself Emperor of Brazil, 
relinquishing all claim to the Portuguese 
throne for himself, but at the same time 


insisting on his daughter's right to 
assume the throne when it should become 
vacant. 

In the civil war which followed the re- 
tirement of Dom Miguel L, Dom Pedro, 
his elder brother, was successful at the 
battle of Evora Monte, and claimed and 
segured the throne for his daughter, Dona 
Maria da Gloria. who married Prince 
Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg-Kohary, and 
was the grandmother of the late King 
Carlos. 

Dom Miguel was born at Kleinheubach 
Sept. 19, 1853. His first wife was Princess 
Elizabeth of Thurn-und-Taxis, whom he 
married in 1877, and who died in 1881. He 
married Princess Thérése of Léwenstein- 
Se in 1893, and she is 
still alive. By his first wife he had two 
sons and one daughter—Prince Miguel, 
born in 1878; Prince Francis Joseph, born 
in 1879, and Princess Marie Thérése, born 
in 1881. By his second wife Dom Miguel 
has had six daughters. 

The pretender has six sisters~al] noted 
beauties—Dona Maria das Neves, wife of 
Don Alfonso, Infante of Spain; the Arch- 
duchess Marie Thérése, widow of the 
Emperor of Austria’s brother; the Duchess 
Charles Théodore of Bavaria, wife of the 
famous ducal oculist; Princess Henry o 
Bourbon, the reigning Grand Duchess o

SEEK WOMAN FOR 
~~ BROKER'S MURDER 


Police’ Do Not Think Martin 
Klenen, Found Dead on Long 
Island, Killed Himself, 


BODY FOUND ON A WRECK 


——— 


Broker, Long Estranged from His Fam- 
ily, Was Well Known in the Ten- 
derloin—Had Lost His Fortune. 


With his arms cut and slashed as if he 
had died defending himself, the body of 
Martin Klenen, known in Wall Street as 
the factory broker, lay on a slab in 
Sharpe’s Morgue on Lor.g Island last 
night. .At the left side of the throat there 
Was a stiletto wound penetrating the jug- 
ular vein, and extending from the point 
of the chin to the centre‘of the throat a 
cut more than two inches in length, with 
a third gash that reached from the side 
of the man’s neck around to the Adam's 


It was Klenen’s body that was found 
Saturday afternoon near the shore of 
North Beach, L. I., at the wreck of a 
derelict sloop known as the Andrew Jack- 
s0n. The identification was made yes- 
terday by an acquaintance of the dead 
man, who said that Klenen, once wealthy, 
had lost his money and had probably 
committed suicide. The detectives who 
had worked for twenty-four hours on the 
case declared that it looked like a murder, 
and that they would not pronounce it a 
ease of suicide until they had found a 
woman who might be able to throw more 
light on the matter. 

Klenen was a man about town who had 
parted from his wife and daughter fif- 
teen years ago after a quarrel. His hand- 
somely furnished home in Forty-first 
Street was sold for $50,000, Mrs. Klenen 
and-her daughter going to Europe. Mr. 
Klenen moved into a suite of rooms in 
an uptown hotel. At that time Klenen 
had offices in the Hegeman Building at 
200 Broadway. He had accumulated a 
fortune buying and selling factory sites 
and buildings suitable for manufacturing 
purposes. 

.His nights were spent in the Tenderloin, 
and his companions were men who spent 
money lavishly along the Great White 
Way. Although over sixty years old, he 
atracted about his young men of wealth, 
for Kjenen was known as a good story 
teller. He finally moved to the Union 
Square Hotel. 

A year ago he gave up his rooms there, 
and went to live at a flat at 157 Hast 
Thirty-first Street. Here he was known 
as ‘Mr. Brown,”’ because a Mrs. Brown 
had rented the place. His friends about 
this time heard that he had lost most of 
his fortune. Then came dispossess pro- 
ceedings, and because he could not be 
found at his offices by the rent collector 
his, office furniture was moved. into 
Broadway by a City Marshal. Bills began 
to pour in on him from all sides, and col- 
lectors began to appear at the flat in 
Thirty-first Street. 

From there he disappeared, and so did 
Mrs. Brown. The flat furniture was sent 
to a storage warehouse two weeks ago, 
but Klenen bobbed up again about his 
old haunts, frequenting the café of the 
Murray Hill Hotel, the Manhattan, and 
the Park Avenue Hotel, and mingling 
with his old friends; He was last seen 
alive in the café of the Murray Hill Hotel 
about a week ago. 

Saturday afternoon about 4 o'clock Ed- 
ward Rae, proprietor of a boat house ho- 
tel at North Beach, called the police of 
the Astoria precinct on the telephone and 
told them there was a dead man with his 
throat cut in the cockpit of an aban- 
doned sloop.on the beach near Jackson's 
Syeek. Coroner Ambler was also notified, | 
The authorities had some difficulty in 
reaching Jackson’s. Creek, which is an 
arm of Flushing Bay, but when they got 
there Rae pointed out the body. " 

It was lying on a long plank that rested 
across the mud-covered timbers of the 
tld boat. The boat, or in’ fact the small 
dart of the wreck that remained sticking 


kp out of the mud, was close in shore. 
There was no evidence that it had drifted 
to the spot where it was found. 

The body was removed to Sharpe's 
Morgue, at 79 Flushing Avenue, Astoria. 
Rae explained that he had first seen the 

ody while out rowing in a smal] boat. 
fhe police searched the clothing and 
ound several small articles, including 

eys, eyeglasses, two gold penknives, a 
¢old watch and chain, and 28 cents. 

Detectives Hennessy and Smith of the 
Astoria precinct examined the clothing 
and discovered the name Kelly on a sus- 

mder button. This led to the man’s 
dentification, after the detectives had 
hunted up a clothier at Broadway and 
Cortlandt Street. A clerk in the place 
explained that a stout man, 6 feet tall, 
with gray mustache. had-the clothing 
made there. He finally remembered that 
the customer was Martin Klenen, who 
had ofices at 200 Broadway. 

From the manager of the office build- 
ing the detectives learned that Klenen 
had a friend named Eugene Staubsant, a 
hotel decorator, of 180 East Forty-first 
Street. They hunted up Mr. Staubsant 
and brought him to the Long Island 
aor gue at 4 o’clock yesterday .afternoon. 
He immediately identified the dead man 
as Klenen, saying that Klenen owed him 
$57, and that he owed imoney to various 
other persons. 

From the nature of the wounds Police 
Captain Lindemann and the Coroner be- 
came convinced that it was not a suicide, 
and notified Police Headquarters to that 
effect. Ten detectives from the Brooklyn 
Central Office were immediately put on 
the case.

NOT SUICIDE, CORONER SAYS 


Believed She Was from Castleton, Vt.

“I took one drug store last night, all 
but the shelving. To-night I have taken 
two, and am writing you while I woo the 
sleeping god.” 

This was one sentence in a letter written 
at the Hotel Chelsea a few nights ago by 
a Miss Almyra Wilcox, supposed to be 
from Castleton, Vt., who was found dead 
in her room in that hotel yesterday aft- 
ernoon, The woman appeared at the 
Chelsea a week ago, and was assigned to 
a room on the sétond floor. She was 
quiet, retiring of manner, and paid her 
bills promptly. She received neither call- 
ers nor mail. 

That the woman was ill was apparent, 
and on Friday she complained of her 
inability to sleep. Dr. C. T. Jewett of 


til a stream from a regular|162 West Twenty-second Street - was 


called in. Miss Wilcox told him she had 
been unable to sleep, and that the night 
before she had taken a quarter of a 
grain of morphine. Dr. Jewett prescribed 
some simple remedies, and did not see 
the woman again until yesterday after- 
noon, when he was called in to find her 
dead, 

On a prescription found in Miss Wil- 
cox's room was the name of Dr, F. H. 
Everett of Castleton, Vt., and Coroner 
Schrady telegraphed to him in the hope 
of finding out something more about her. 
On the dresser in the room was found a 
book entitled “ With Love’s Aid,’” while 
on the mantel were several vials, the 
labels of which had been scratohed off. 
There was also an unaddressed letter, 
which, when read, threw much light upon 
Miss Wiicox’s condition. 

The letter, which began “ Dear Heart,” 
started off in gay fashion, but ended in 
gloom. Certain parts of it showed that 
while she was writing she was trying to 
get sleep with the aid of drugs. 

“This is gay New York,” the letter 
said, ‘‘and, after all, there is but one 
United States and but one New York to 
an Eastern-bred woman. You have asked 
me for a ‘best girl’ letter, but you must 
remember that we do not always get 
what we ask, even from the Divine Giver, 
but I stayed up to write such as it is. 
I smile for you and never complain, and 
to think that we never had a cross word! 
Sometimes you have chided me as a pessi- 
mist, but you took me, faults and all, 
and murmured not.” 

The letter next spoke of the affection 
that existed between the writer and the 
person for whom it was intended. The 
writer said she was certain that “ there 
are few persons like us.” 

“TI love diamonds of thought,” the let- 
ter continued, “‘ but pearls also are good, 
and then they rest the eye. I am writing 
you while I woo the sleeping god; in other 
words, I.am giving you another of my 
atrocious letters, I did not tell you that 
I was hardly able to sleep for a week.. 
Sleep is indeed heaven. 

*“Do you now know that you are pos- 
sessed of a dearness all your own? The 
very way you talk to me. None but you 
and my sainted mother ever called me dar- 
ling, and when you say it I hear the an- 
gels’ wings. And you are the only one 
that ever called me ‘ Myra.’ I was think- 
ing of that the other day when a voice at 
my side called ‘Almyra.’

“Ne. 16,” Now Nearing Completion, | 


Has Many Unique Devices. 


There is now nearing completion in the 
yards of the Pusey & Jones Company, 
at Wilmington, Del., a revenue cutter 
equipped*with a complete and modern ap- 
paratus for life-saving work at sea. She 
will be stationed on the Pacific Coast at 
Neah Bay, five miles from Cape Flattery. | 

In making the plans for the new cut- 
ter, now simply known as No. 16, a num-'| 
ber of prominent engineers were con- 
sulted and every invention adopted for 
a life-saving vessel was tested. The ves- 
sel is being constructed under the super- 
vision of Lieut. Nosh of the Revenue Ser- 
vies in New York. 

She will be equipped with the Miller | 
cableway and breeches buoy, which con- 
sists, besides the regular breeches buoy 
now in use, of an automatic reel, which 
makes it possible for persons to be trans- 
ferred between a moving ship and a 
wreck.

Find It Hard to Get Away 
from Harsh Conditions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Serious com- 
plaints that newly arrived immigrants 
have been enticed into conditions which 
approach peonage have come from Lou- 
isiana, involving the establishment of 
Civil Service Commissioner John A. Mc- 
Ilhenney, an intimate friend of President 
Roosevelt. 


The tabasco sauce factory and oyster) 


canneries of the McIIhenny Company are 
on Avery Island, a highland in the Louls- 
jana swamps, on all sides surrounded by 
bayous. The place is about ten miles dis- 
tant from the small town of Iberia, which 
can be reached from New Orleans by. rail- 
road in five hours. The company em- 
ploys three kinds of laborers, oystermen, 
factory hands, and others who work in 
the pepper mill and on the fields, where 
pepper and spices for the manufacture of 
the sauce are grown. As the interests of 
the company may require these working- 
men are shifted from one job to another. 

Complaints received here allege that the 
contracts under which workmen are en- 
gaged simply state that the men are hired 
for oyster fishing and factory work. It is 
thought, however, that the agents who 
collect them in the ports where immi- 
grants arrive in great numbers present 
the case in such a light that the ignorant 
foreigners believe they are to do agri- 
cultural work, which is described as very 


light and remunerat‘ve for people of their | 
frugal habits. 
The company pays $1.50 per day for | 


oyster fishing, board being furnished by | 
the company, and appraised at 50 cents | 
per day. Oyster shelling pays 5 cents per | 
four pounds of shelled oysters. The work- 
men are provided with quarters consist- | 
ing of two rooms and kitchen for one} 
family, for which they have to provide | 
their own furniture. Groceries and other 
supplies must be bought at the company’s 
stores, as there is no possibluty of buying 
anything anywhere else. 

Wages are paid daily in the shape of 
brass checks, which represent a certain 
money value. These checks are taken in 
payment at the store, and if at the end 
of the week a workman has any checks 
left he may exchange them for real 
money at the company’s ofice. 

Th eworkmen are procured by agents 
stationed in New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, who receive a bonus of $3 per 
head. The agents who mostly advertise 
in newspapers published in the language 
of these foreigners, presnt th attractions 
of work in.«the McIlhenny domains in the 
most alluring manner. Ignorant immi- 
grants, mostly from Southern Europe, 
who have some to the United States with 
exaggerated expectations as to the wealth 
that may be otbainéed here in th easiest 
way, agriy tak the bait and sign the 
elastic contracts. 

Once on Avery Island it is extremely 
difficult to get away, especially for men 
who have families and are not provided 
with ample funds. A good part of the 
wages earned in the beginning is retained 
by the company to pay for the railroad 
transportation and the purchase of prov- 
ender for the family does not leave very 
substantial balances. 

There are more than a thousand work- 


inkmen employed in the fisheries and fac- 
tory, and a Deputy Sheriff, delegated by 
the Sheriff of New Iberia, exercises the 
police control. He has the power to make 
arrests, and, it is alleged, is guided in the 
pettormnre of his official duties by the 
nterest of the company. 

It is charged that most of the laborers 
imported into Avery Island signed their 
contracts in the belief that they would 
be assigned to work in the fields, for 
which the agents promised them daily 
wages of $1.50. They were assigned at 
first to such work, and were paid as 
pocmsees. Soon they were told, it is al- 
; leged, that for field work only $1 
day would be paid, and if they were de- 
sirous of earning more they should go 
to the oyster boats or work in the fac- 
tory. 

Some of them tried oyster fishing, 
others transferred to factory work. Oy- 
ster shelling, however, requires practice,

Special Agent to Arrange for 
Supplies Enthusiastic Over 


Chances of Success. 


MANY CONFIRM HIS VIEW 


Men Who Have Dally Experience with 


the Road Conditions Declare Cars 
Can Make Trip to Nome, 


Special to The New York Times. 

SEATTLE, Feb. 2.—The special agent 
of Tun New York Times, who went to 
Valdez, Alaska, a few weeks ago to ar- 
range for the placing of gasoline along 
the Alaskan route for the international 
automobile race from New York to Paris, 
to be held under the auspices of Le Matin 
of Paris and THp New YorK TIMES, ar- 
rived here this evening from Valdez on 
the steamship Northwestern, en route for 
New York. He investigated the condi- 
tions along the route and interviewed 
hundreds in Alaska as to the feasibil- 
ity of the race. In speaking of the con- 
test he said to-night: 

“There is much discussion throughout 
Alaska, as well as in other parts of the 
United States ae to the possibility of the 
machines making the trip through Alaska. 
The fact is the journey from Valdez is 
not only feasible, but in @ way more easy 
of accomplishment than even many en- 
thusiasts belleved. Alaska shelters some 
pessimists, as do other sections of the 
country. These are principally men who 
know nothing of automobiles and could 
not understand them. Opposed to this 
class are the men of the stamp which 
pioneered the way in the West and later 
in Alaska, and who have made the coun- 
try what it is to-day by a determination 
to overcome obstacles. 

“Yt can not be truly said, how- 
ever, that the autoists will not en- 
counter difficulties, many of them, and 
serious ones, too, but a personal trip over 
part of the road between Valdez and 
Fairbanks, a distance of 876 miles, and 
interviews with more than fifty persons, 
including freighters, mail carriers, min- 
ers, business men, and others who have 
made the trip between Valdez and Fair- 
banks dozens of times during the Winter 
during the Winter and have seen the 
and have seen the road, or trail, as roads 
are popularly referred to in Alaska, under 


varying conditions, convince me that un- 
less unforeseen delays occur the autoists 
will succeed in arriving at Nome before 
the ice and snow thaws to such an ex- 
tent as to make travel impossible. Ex- 
tended travel by automobile, wagon, or 
even dog teams is out of the question in 
Alaska when snow or ice does not cover 
the ground. 

“The width of the road between Valdez 
and Fairbanks, in so far as it relates to the 
passage of automobiles, is, of course, an 
all-important point. The average width of 
an automobile track is 54 inches. Some ex- 
ceed this slightly. Sleighs, of course, are 
used exclusively in Alaska for transporta- 
tion over the snow, whether handled b 
men, horses, or dogs. The widest trac 
sleighs hauled by horses between Valdez 
and Fairbanks are five feet in width, but 
many are only four feet six inches, while 
the mail sleighs have runners only three 
feet eight inches in width, 

“These widths, however, are not in- 
dicative of the actual width of the road 
proper. In Alaska many travelers, par- 
ticularly freighters, make use of what 
are termed bob sleighs, one being trailed 
behind the other and connected by short 
chains. A horse, or horses, hauling bob 
or other sleighs do not invariably walk 
exactly in the middle of the road. They 
zigzag slightly, causing a sleigh with run- 
ners three feet eight inches apart to make 
a road that will average, after many dozen 
teams have passed over it, perhaps fifty- 
four inches in width. This width fg in- 
creased correspondingly by sleighs hav- 
ing trackage of four feet six inches or 
five feet, so that in many places the road 
between Valdez and Fairbanks is six or 
seven feet in width, while nearer the 
Fairbanks end of the road, where the 
country is less hilly, the width is still 
greater. 

“The fact remains, however, that so 
deep is the snow in places along the road, 
sometimes exccedi seven or eight feet, 
unless an automobile is steered closely 
along the beaten track, the wheels on one 
side will cut through the soft snow, and 
much trouble and delay will arise in 
getting the machine on to the hard road 
again. This might happen many times in 
even a single mile, Fortunately, by the 
time the autoists reach Valdez, which 
will presumably be about the latter part 
of March, the road will be hard and in 
every way more desirable for travel. 

**Road houses, as they are termed, line 
the road from Valdez to Fairbanks at 
intervals of from four to twenty miles. 
Here meals can be obtained at a cost of 
$2 each, and sleeping accommodations at 
about the same price. 

* Leaving Valdez, and until the famous 
Keystone Cafion is reached, eleven miles 
distant, the road !s fairly good, viewed 
from the standpoint of automobile travel, 
until four miles have been passed. Then 
holes in the road will be encountered, 
caused by the second bob sleigh or trailer 
digging down into the snow when it comes 
to fhe bottom of the hole, and is rough- 
dy jerked forward by the leading sleigh 
when the ascent to the road level begins. 
This repeated many times serves to make 
the hole deeper. he chauffeurs of the 
automobiling party will need to exercise 
particular care in passing over such sec- 
tions of the road, or the breakage of main 
springs or other important parts of the 
machine is likely to ensue. 

“At Wortmans, twenty miles from Val- 
dez, the ascent of the famous Thompson 
Pass commences. Come to the narrow- 
ness of the road and the steep grade it 
will be necessary to dismantle the automo- 
biles, and transport all the spare parts on 
sleighs drawn by horses until Teikhell is 
reached, a distance of twenty-eight miles. 
As much as 1,500 pounds can be drawn on 
one sleigh by @ tandem team between the 
points named. 

“Once at Telkhell the machines can 
—— under their own power. From 

rnestine, sixty miles from Valdez, to 
Tonsina, seventeen miles beyond, thé Er- 
nestine flats will be crossed and drift snow 
may be encountered, perhaps causing 
trouble. From Tonsina to Paxtons, one 
hundred and seventeen miles further on, 
Isabel Pass and the Delta River will be 
met. On Delta ¢ more drift snow may 
be found. 

‘‘ From Yosts, two hundred and twelve 
miles, to Donnellys, two hundred and for- 
ty-nine miles, from Valdez, the road ts 
sald to be usually as smooth as glass, and 
the machines can make excellent time.

HOSPITALS AND TUBERCULOSIS, 


Need of a Centrally Situated Refuge 
for Patients In Critical Stages. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

However praiseworthy and charitable 
the action of the Beth Israel Hospital 
may be in establishing a pavilion for the 
temporary care of cases of tuberculosis, it 
fs not to be expected that !ts course in 
this respect will be followed by any of the 
local private general hospitals. As a mat- 
ter of fact, one of these institutions re- 
cently turned over a three-quarter-of-a- 
million endowment left for this specific 
purpose to one of the outlying hospitals 
for tuberculosis rather than make pro- 
vision for such cases. “I. 8. H.,’’ who 
discusses this matter in a letter to THe 
Times, is not “in error’’ when he states 
that the fear of contagion is not the mo- 
tive for the exclusion of these cases, nor 
is it “the inability to provide modern 
methods of treatment,’’ as he suggests, 
that prevents their admission by the hos- 
pital authorities to their wards. 

The general hospital is intended to fur- 
nish treatment to cases of acute illness 
almost exclusively. In no other way can 
the purpose of its foundation, which is to 
render the greatest amount of benefit to 
the greatest number, be fulfilled. 

Consequently, all forms of chronic and 
long-enduring disease are properly exclud- 
ed from their wards. There arise, how- 
ever, at times even in chronic diseases, 
crises in which the issue of life or death 
may be determined in a short time as well 
as vitally influenced during this period by 
prompt and appropriate treatment or the 
reverse. 

Since tuberculosis of the lungs has been 
classed with infectious diseases and its 
treatment forbidden in the wards of 
the general hospitals, a sufferer from 
this condition (which hitherto may have 
been unsuspected) is denied the advan- 
tage of proximate treatment during 
crisis. which may occur in his disease, 
although this is accorded others suffering 
from diseases also designated infec- 
tious.

State Insurance Department 
Must Be Reorganized, Says 
Gov. Hughes’s Examiner. 


COMPANIES NOT CHECKED 


Too. Much Trust in Them and in Sub- 
ordinates, Says Report—Hughes 
May Demand Dismissal. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Such a grilling as a 
State officer has seldom haa is given to 
Otto Kelsey, State Superintendent of In- 
surance, in the report of Matthew CG 


Fleming, made public to-night. Mr, Flem-, 


ing' was appointed a special Commissioner 
to examine the department by Gov. 
Hughes, after the Senate at the last 
session had refused to dismiss Kelsey 
from office. It will doubtless be made 
the basis for a fresh demand by the Goy- 
ernor for his dismissal. 

Mr. Fleming, in his repor€, declares that 
Mr. Kelsey is incompetent, and that the 
department must be thoroughly reorgan- 
ized if it is to carry out its proper work. 

Mr.- Fleming practically exonerates 
Supt. Kelsey on several charges made 
against him. The Attorney General has 
advised that “ Nylic,”’ the 


as to all agents who were members of it 
whén the insurance amendments went in- 
to effect.

He 
gives the portentous list quoted tin 
Senate committee report, and then ex- 
amines the system of the department and 
shows that most of these things are done 
by subordinates as a matter of routine, or 
pre not done at all.

“In fact, by reason of his long experi- 
ence and familiarity with the department 
and the business of insurance, the Super- 
intendents in more recent years have re- 
lied largely upon him for information and 
advice, and to that extent the general 
impression that he has determined the 
attitude and policy of the department is 
not without foundation.”

“His failure to reorganize his depart-

$6,000,000 LOST 
BY WATER WASTE 


Capacity for 
Power for Industrial Pur- 
poses Neglected. 


TO SAVE $1,000,000 DAMAGE 


State Water Supply Board Recom- 
mends Construction of Storage 
Dams and Use of Power Sources. 


ALBANY, Feb. 2.—The annual report 
of the State Water Supply Commission 
will be submitted to the Legislature to- 
morrow. It embraces a “‘ progress report ”’ 
on the question of water powers that may 
be owned and controlled by the State. 

The report states that excluding Niagara 
and the St. Lawrence, the rivers of New 
York with proper storage of their flood 
waters are capable of furnishing at least 
1,000,000 horse power for industrial pur- 
poses, and that more than half of this 
is annually allowed to run to waste be- 
cause no well devised and comprehensive 
plan for the Cevelopment of. its water 
powers has yet been undertaken by the 
State. At a low estimate the annual earn- 
ing capacity of this wasted energy is 
over &6,000,000, without reference to the 
saving of $1,000,000 per year from flood 
damages which would result from the 
equalization of the flow of the rivers. 

The commission states that nearly all 

the most desirable water powers in the 
{State, except those along the boundary 
| rivers, have been purchased by private 
j interests, and it advocates the construc- 
tion by the State of storage dams In avail- 
able points. 


Power in Sacandaga River. 


The report pays particular attention to 
the vale of the Sacandaga River as a 
source of power,,and says a dam can he 
built at Conklingville, in the foothills of 
the Adirondacks, that will produce 50,000 
horse power of energy, and that this dam 
would increase the present available water 
power at sites lower down the Hudson by 
70,000 horse power during the six dry 
months of the year, and would submerge 
the Sacandaga Valley for a distance of 
thirty miles, covering nearly a dozen vil- 
lages, and about four miles of the Fonda, 
Johnstown & Gloversville Railroad. 

The report calls particular attention to 
the possibillties of the Genesee River as 
& power proposition, and says that the 
construction of a storage dam at Portage- 
ville would flood an aremeéT fifteen miies 
up the river and form a lake as large as 
Canandaigua or Skeneateles Lake, stor- 
ing 18,000,000,000 cubic feet of water, per- 
mitting a gross development of 32,000 
horse power and increasing by 14,000 the 
actual horse power now developed at 
Rochester, producing an annual incoma 
at $12 per horse power per year, of over 
$500,000. 

Reference is made to the possibilities of 


the Raquette River as a source of power: 


j}and to the advisability of having a con- 

ference upon the question of the control 
and utilization af the flood waters of the 
| Delaware RiverXwith the States of New 
{Jersey and Pennsylvania, as the Dela- 
| ware is a boundary or inter-State river. 


Shonld Buy Land Soon. 


The report on water supplies calls at- 
j tention to the growing nécessity of ‘‘ em- 
‘ploying drastic measures in connection 


j; with a careful and far-seeing policy to 
i|prevent further contamination of the 
jlakes and streams of the State.” It 
| states that the new source of supply for 
| New York City in the Catskills will meet 
|} the growth of. its population for onl 

|} about twenty years, and that New Yor 

| will then have to go to the Hudson Riv- 
| er, probably, for an additional supply, and 
for this reason efforts should at once be 
estes to prevent the pollution of the 

udson. 


CULTURE VS. CLOTHES. 


As Illustrated by Playgoers In Chicago 
and Kansas City, 


The late W. C. Brann of Texas, whose 
candor brought him to an early grave; 
once described Kansas City as a prosper- 
ous settlement famous for the garish 


apiender. of the parvenus. A somewhat 
similar sentiment is expressed by Mr. O. 
B. Riddle in a communication to The Kan- 
sas City Star, in which he takes his fel- 
low-citizens to task for having more 
clothes than culture. 

It seems that the audlence which saw 
Bertha Kalich in ‘‘ Marta of the Low- 
lands’’ at the Shubert Theatre was xo 
i gorgeously dressed that admiring Kansas 
'Citlans wrote letters to the local press 
{commenting upon ‘the plumage ‘displayed. 

“Clothes,”” says Mr. Riddle, “are al- 
most entirely a matter of money. I 
came away from the theatre with a very 
distinct impression that there was a far 
more urgent need on the part of that 
particular audience than that of evening 
attire.’ 

Proceeding to discuss the play and the 
Mr. Riddle declares that fash- 
fonable Kansas City evidently came to 
the theatre to see a performance of the 
“Hap Ward” variety, and, despite the 
fact that they saw a singularly somber, 
heart-wringing, emotional drama, they 
laughed. While the actress strove, with 
| great talent, to portray a human soul 
| writhing in unspeakable agony, and at 
a time “ when the only V pew ans expres- 
{sion of understanding and sympathy was 
|tense silence,’ the audience tittered, 
; thereby spoiling the dramatic effect for 
the intelligent part of the audience, to 
jsay nothing of the probably depressing 
, effect upon the actors, 
Continues this able critic of his fel- 
| lows-citizens: 

“A brave showing of evening clothes 
and brilliancy of scene in front of the 
theatre at the close of a performance can 
never make up for a lack of personal re- 
finement. Let the refinement. be put on 
j first; there will be time enough later for 
ithe assumption of the evening clothes.” 

The late Mr. Brann is not quoted here 
because there is really any less culture 
in Kansas City than elsewhere, but merely 
| because the parvenu in his garish splen- 
, dor is, unfortunately, very much tn evi- 
idence in “ brilliant’’ theatre audiences in 
all American cities. The dramatic critic 
‘of The Chicago Tribune discussed in an 
angry half column the behavior of “ richly 
trigged out individuals” who marred 
“Marta” by giggling when the truest 
{notes of tragedy were struck, and when 
ersons who were capable of understand- 
ng the play were upon the verge of tears. 
There is all of the difference in the world 
| between the smile of the discriminating— 
| ili-bred as ft is when it fs no more than 
la smile—at the failure of an actor to 
| reach the heights in emotional acting and 
the glegle of the “barren spectator,” 
|whose lack of culture renders him in- 
‘capable of appreciating the art of the 
!actor or the art of the dramatist, and 
whose feelings are wrought upon only by 
| \nelodrasea in which pathos is given broad 
| treatment to the end that the uneducated 
| may grasp the meaning of the playwright. 
{The giggle of the garish parvenu whose 
| evening clothes, or evening f 
| the taste of the tailor or modiste su 
'to the culture of the patron, {s often a 
‘source of serious annoyance to the por- 
| tion of the audience that knows tragedy 
from comedy without referring to the 
managerial announcements for !Informa- 
tion.

But Two American Plays Are Suc- 
ceeding There—She Expects New 
York to Appreciate “ Electra.” 


Mrs. Beerbohm Tree, wife of the London 
actor-manager and herself a well-known 
actress, served tea at the correct English 
hour of 4 o'clock in her apartments at the 
Piaza yesterday and talked about her ap- 
pearance in the forthcoming production 
of *“‘ Electra’’ and about many other mat- 
ters. 

*“ Although this is the first time I have 
been in the United States since I came 
here with my husband thirteen years ago, 
you will not escape me again for any such 
length of time,’ she said. ‘‘ Mr. Tree ts 
coming here the year after next with 
* Nero’ and some of his other recent pro- 
ductions, and with me, too. Mr. Tree, 
when we were here together last time, 
presented ‘The Red Lamp,’ ‘A Bunch of 
Violets,’ ‘The Man Shadow,’ and other 
pieces. He also offered ‘ Hamlet,’ and 1 
played Ophelia—which proves it must 
have been very long ago indeed, doesn’t 
it? 

“‘T.am rot afraid of American audiences, 
because they were so kind to me thirteen 
years ago, when I did not look for any 
such reception. Besides, I feel at home 
when I think of myself as Clytemnestra. 
I have been the villainess in so many 
pieces! After all, I think Clytemnestra is 
more sinned against than sinning. Elec- 
tra does not hate her on her own account, 
but because she deprives her of her father 
and brother. 

‘IT played in Greek pieces once before,” 
She continued, ‘‘ but that was shortly af- 
ter I married. Those were amateur pro- 
ductions at the home of a London woman, 
famous as one of the freaks of her time. 
Moreover, on that occasion I spoke in 
Greek. Mr. Gladstone was there, and he 
assured me that I had a faultless Greek 
accent, and spoke to me himself in Greek.

HOWARD DEFENDS OUR PLAYS. 


eVteran Writer Tells Playgoers We 
Set a False Standard. 


Bronson Howard, the author of “ Shen- 
andoah,” who is known as the Dean of 
American playwrights, created something 
of a sensation at the meeting of the 
American playgoers last night by declar- 
ing that the present day disposition is to 
set dramatic standards not too low but 
absurdly high. He also had something to 
say about the critics. 

The subject of the evening was “ The 
Standard Drama,” and Mr. Howard began 
his discussion by pointing out that there 
can be no such thing as contemporaneous 
standard drama in any age, “ Future 

generations must decide whether the 

plays of any age are to be considered 
standard,” he said. He then discussed 

‘‘our responsibility as playgoers,”’ re- 

marking that now he must be ranked 
among fhe playgoers and no longer among 

the writers of plays. 

““Playgoers to-day demand of play- 
wrights things impossible to do. Now, in 
America we have plays—plays that must 
surely be classed among the fifty best 
outside the Shakespearean writings. 

‘People declaim against interpolations 
in plays. In 1830 there were two rival 
Shakespearean playhouses in London, One 
of these introduced a minstrel between 
the acts, and the management of the 
other house got the worst of it until they 
introduced a man monkey from Italy. 
And yet the critics are surprised at in- 
j terpolations! 

“In one of Congreve's greatest comedies 
a@ man is introduced to sing a song with 
the remark that he will do so if he will 
not disturb the others. After he has 
finished he remarks that some of the 
jackies have come from his ship. Then 
they all do a song and dance as the end 


of the act.”’ 

The other poet was Edwin Markham, 
who declared that the drama had ad- 
vanced within the past forty years be- 
cause it was more vital. ‘‘ Now we have 
Ibsen, Hauptmann, Bernard Shaw, and 
forty others,”’ he said. ‘‘ They deal with 
questions of the hour that are tearing the 
hearts oi men and woman.”’

The remarkable fullness and power of 
his high tones have already been spoken 
of, and they have consistently astonished 
audiences who are used to the ordinary 
brand of American and English so-called 
musical comedy. And while this tenor is 
not at all unknown to New York concert- 
going audiences, he is absolutely new to 
the opera stage. 


Long Hunt for a Tenor. 


The producers of the ‘‘ Waltz Dream” 
sought in despair for a tenor at the be- 
ginning of this season. Sopranos were 
more or less easy to find, and the barl- 
tone and comedy parts of the score were 
not diffieult to fill; but when it came to 
finding a tenor who could sing high B 
natural seven times in the course of an 
evening the management struck a snag. 
It soon became evident that none of the 
tenors who were known in American 
light opera would do. The man who was 
casting the piece next sought out the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, and he was there 
referred to Henry Wolfsohn, the concert 
manager. 

Mr. Wolfsohn was confident that he 
could find a tenor, and he immediately 
telephoned Mr, Johnson, who at first was 
not inclined to listen to the proposal. He 
had sung in concerts and oratorios all 
over the country in the Fall, and he had 
contracts for still more appearances in 
the Winter and Spring. He knew noth- 
ing about the “Waltz Dream.” He had 
never sung in a stage play, and he knew 
nothing whatever about acting. However, 
he was persuaded by Mr. Wolfsohn to 
sing for the managers of the new Vien- 
nese operetta. So one day he went to the 
theatre and sang a few airs with the 
result that the management arranged all 
his contracts for the rest of the season. 

‘“*‘I am a quick study,’ said Mr. John- 
s0n the other day, “and I learned my 
part in five days, so that when the re- 
hearsals began in earnest, I could devote 
all my attention to the study of what I 
was to do on the stage. That part of it 
was absolutely new to me, and I must 
say that I was nervous when the first per- 
formances came, but my singing has 
seemed to please the audiences, and I am 
getting more accustomed to the stage part 
of it now. 

“Of course, I have sung in concerts and 
oratorios for some years. I came to New 
York from Toronto eight years ago when 
I was 20 years old, and immediately be- 
gan to study, I sang a great deal from 
then on, but my first big chances were 
with the Oratorio Society when they pro- 
duced Elgar’s ‘ Apostles,” and in Chi- 
cago when Mrs. Wassall‘s Shakespeare 
song cycle was sung with Bispham, Gad- 
ski, and Marguerite Hail. Since then I 
have traveled with the Thomas orchestra 
and with Mr. Damrosch, 

‘*‘Some seasons ago Mr. Damrosch gave 
excerpts from ‘ Parsifal’ in English, and 
I was the Parsifal. I sang part of the 
first act, the duet in the second act with 
Caroline Mihr-Hardy, and some of the 
third act. Later I sang the final sceng 
in ‘ Siegfried,’ which Mr. Damrosch also 
presented in concert form, with Mme. 
Nordica as Brunnhilde. Practically all the 
oratorios and modern cantatas are in m¥ 
répertoire, and I have even been heard in 
song recital, though never in New York. 
In this city I have sung for the last four 
years at the Brick Church. 

**Once before I came near sinking in 
light opera. When the Bostonians pro- 
duced De Koven’s ‘Maid Marian’ I wes 
engaged to understudy the tenor part, but 
the tenor never was ill and I never had a 
chance to sing, so I left the company 
after the close of five weeks. 

Has Sung Opera Parts. 

“YT have sung the tenor parts complete 
in many operas which are given in oon- 
cert form without costumes, scenery, and 
action by the oratorio societies through- 
out the country. Thus I have appeared 
in * Alda,’ ‘Faust,’ ‘Carmen,’ * Cavalle- 
ria Rusticana,’ ‘La Damnation de Faust,’ 
‘Romeo et Jullette,’ ‘The Flying Dutch- 
man,’ and ‘ Trovatore.’ All these parts, 


however, I have sung in English. 
“ All my training so far has been ac- 
quired in New York. I have never stud- 
fed anywhere else. My ambition, of 
course, is to go into real opera,. and 
hope to go abroad to study in the course 
of a year. My part in ‘A Waltz Dream’ 
is very high and more difficult really than 
Rhadames. As a matter of fact, it woul 
be easier for me to sing ‘aida’ every 
night than Niki. 
I enjoy singing in ‘A Waltz Dreams

immensely. It is charming music. 
that a theatre devoted to the production 
of such pleces would be as great a suc- 
cess here as in Germany, and it would 
serve to bring out — 
which has no opportunit 
called ‘grand opera,’ which {is not given 
here in English. 

“A theatre of this sort should have a 
répertoire, includi not only modern op- 
| erettas like ‘A Waltz Dream’ and ‘ The 
| Merry Widow,’ but the older operettas, 
'* The Gypsy Baron,’ ‘ Fledermaus,’ and 
|* Qa Grande Duchesse.’ Operettas of that 
| sort contain music which is well worth 
singing and hearing.”

Dr. Hill Denounces the New York In- 
vasion of the “‘ Utah Bluebeards.” 


The Rev. John Wesley Hill, pastor of 
the Metropolitan Temple, Fourteenth 
Street and Seventh Avenue, began a series 
of sermons yesterday on “ Present Day 
Evils." 

Mormonism was the subject he dis- 
cussed yesterday. Dr. Hill was in mis- 
sionary work in Utah for five years, and 
his charges against the Mormons are 
based on a personal investigation. Dr. 
Hill said: 

“The time was when Utah was the 
throne of this abomination, but at last the 
Mormon spider has thrown out his web 
over the entire Nation. Not only is 


| Washington the centre of the political 


manipulations of the priesthood, where 
by bribe and threat Statehood has al- 
ready been secured and an official repre- 
sentative of the polygamous hierarchy 
has been seated in the United States 
Senate, but all the great cities of the 
Nation have been invaded by the sinister 
representatives of the Utah Bluebeard, 
notably New York City, where to-day 
there are two wines mm Mormon 
churches and Mormon missionaries are 
threading their way through the residence 
sections, scattering Mormon literature, 
and thus gathering converts to swell the 
ranks of this organized conspiracy against 
the Government of the United States.

CATHOLICS PLAN CENTENNIAL. 


New York Diocese Grows from One 
Church m 1808 to 130 Churches in 1908. 


Archbishop Farley announced yesterday 
from the pulpit of St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
that the centennial celebration of this 
diocese would be held April 28. 

Among the speakers already arranged 
for are Archbishop Logue, Primate of 
Ireland; the Rev. Diomede | Falconlo, 
Archbishop of Larissa, Apostolic Delegate 
to the United States, and Cardinal Gib- 
bons of Baltimore. 

The event will celebrate the one hun- 
dreth anniversary of the division of this 
diocese from the mother church of the 
United States in Baltimore. 

**In 1808 we had about 15,000 Catholics 
in New York. and New Jersey,"’ said 
Archbishop Farley. ‘‘ There were four 


or five priests, one church, the Church 
of 68t. eter, at Barclay and Church 
Streets, and one parochial school. The 
diocese, which is now the one See, has 
been divided into nine dioceses, and there 
are now about 2,600 priests. 

“There are now 1,200,000 members of 
the Church tn this diocese alone, 130 
churches, and 135 schools, with an at- 
tendance of 65,000 pupils.” 


TIMID CHRISTIAN A BAD ONE. 


Bishop Potter Says Men Afraid to Pro- 
claim Their Faith Are Mischievous. 


At the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion rooms, in West Twenty-third Street, 
yesterday afternoon Bishop Potter de- 
livered a brief address on ‘* What Is 
Necessary for a Young Man to be a 
Christian To-day?"’ He said that It was 
not necessary for a young man to modify 
his ideas of Christian men and women of 
the past, but to have a clear idea of the 
relation to a personal leader. He said: 

“The beginning of the Christian re- 
ligion is the love for the founder of 
Christianity. An invariable attribute of 
the Christian life and relationship is the 
spirit of openness and of honesty. There 
are three types of men we meet—the man 
who is on our side, the one who is on the 
other side, and the one who is on neither 
side, or at least conceals from nis nearest 
a and acquaintance on which side 

e is. 

‘The third man is the most mischievous 
man of the lot. If a man does not wish to 
be a Christian there is some hope for his 
conversion, but the man who !s afraid, or 
at least does not come out into the open 
and tell whether he is or is not a Chris- 
tian, is a mischievous member of society. 
As it is in a 50 it is in the political 


life—a reserv opinion makes it bad all 
around.” 
Dr. Parkhurst on Suicide. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst in 
his sermon yesterday in the Madison 
Square Presbyterian Church declared that 
self-destruction had never been so com- 
mon as now since the time of the Caesars, 
There were a greet many people, he con- 
tended, who if they did not kill them- 
selves would kill time, which is very much 
of the same nature.

Capt. Rawson J. Post, commander of 
the Southern Pacific steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer Comus, died yesterday on 
board his vessel at the pier at the foot 
of Desbrosses Street.

DAVID JOHNSON DEAD, 


Landscape Painter Was an Academi- 
cian and Exposition Medal Winner. 


David Johnson, the American landscape 
painter, died at his home in Walden, 
Orange County, N. Y., Thursday, from old 
age, in his eighty-first year. With the 
exception of one month's study under 
Jasper F. Cropsey early in his career, Da- 
vid Johnson was a self-taught man. 

He was one of the last survivors of the 
‘Hudson River School’’ of American 


(landscape painters, and was a leader in 
the revolt against the academic canons of 
the ‘* Dusseldorf school,’’ which then 
largely dominated American art. 

In 1861 Mr. Johnson was chosen an As- 
sociate of the National Academy of De- 
sign, and an Academician in 1863. He was 
the winner of a medal at the Centennial 
Exhibition of 1876 and at an exhibition of 
the Mechanics’ Institute in Boston, and 
was one of the founders of the Artists’ 
Fund Soctety.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


October’s Banking Aftermath—Presi- 
dent’s Message and Trade. 


The conspicuous developments of the 
week directly affecting the financial 
situation comprised the announcements 
from day to day of the closing of cer- 
tain New York banking institutions; 
the special message placed before Con- 
gress by President Roosevelt; the re- 
port of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration for the December quarter of 
1907, and the takings of gold in the 
London market py Paris. The closing 
of four fairly important banks, all 
members of the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation, has materially bettered the 
banking position. Three of these 
banks, the’ National Bank of North 
America, the New Amsterdam National 
Bank, and the Mechanics and Traders’ 
Bank, although they had passed under 
new and better management, had in- 
herited, unfortunately, the suspicions 
which attached to the conduct of those 
in charge of the institutions up to the 

time of the October panic. During that 
| period of stress they were compelled to 
| borrow largely from the Clearing House 
| upon securities such as they were able 
| to present for the purpose. This mass 
| of collateral represented, presumably, 
|the cream of their assets, and they 
{found for the paper which was left to 
them so poor a market, in spite of the 
| Progress made by money markets and 
|by Stock Exchange securities, that it 
was well-nigh impossible to gather in 
cash in sufficient amounts to face any 
fresh volume of demands from their de- 
positors. Collections were also. poor, 
owing to trade conditfons,’and when a 
run upon thé National Bank of North 
America called attention once more to 
all the banks identified with the Morse- 
Heinze-Thomas interests, and led to 
steady withdrawals, the result was cer- 
tain. There has been, naturally, some 
criticism of the banking community be- 
cause these institutions were finally 
permitted to close their doors after 
‘withstanding the full force of the great 
storm, but such criticism is altogether 
j}uninformed. The facts are that in the 
case of two of these banks, at least, 
other banks promptly combined to 
furnish assistance. Several millions of 
dollars were subscribed for the purpose, 
but in one instance the failure of the 


‘| hardworking officers of the bank to se- 


cure the guarantee of even a majority 
of its Directors as security for a pro- 
posed loan rendered the steps futile, 
and in another 2 100 per cent. increase 


over the sum previously stated as suf-| 


| 


ficient to. meet the bank’s needs spoiled 
all plans. In this instance, too, Direc- 
tors’ guarantees were not forthcoming, 
so that in both cases there was pre- 
sented to the assisting banks the spec- 
tacle of a strange lack of confidence in 
their institutions by Directors thereof. 


The argument that the Clearing House 


might well have increased the amount 
of outstanding loan certificates in or- 
der to assist these banks has been 
heard, but this does not sufficiently 
take into account the influence which 
such an increase ‘would undoubtedly 
have had upon the minds of bankers 
all over the country. They might well 
have considered such action a confes- 


sion of renewed weakness on the part 
of New York banks generally. With 


the closing of these banks it may be 
said confidently that the great task of 


clearing away all traces of the banking 


influence, so perniciously active in this 
city for a number of years past has 
been practically accomplished, although 
in justice it must be added that one 
of the banks to close last week was 
entirely unconnected with these bane- 
ful interests.

this year. The chief need of the busi- 
ness world is a period of quiet in which 
the past may be reviewed and plans, 
based upon growing ease in that prime 
essential to all business, money, may 
be laid for the future. 
is possible if we are to have a Presi- 
dential campaign punctuated by blind 
onslaughts on corporations and busi- 
ness men generally. In this respect last 
week's message has brought into previ- 
ous calculations an entirely new and 
disturbing factor. Whether it is to 
prove permanent and predominant re- 
mains to be seen. 


Of the present state of trade as a 
whole we may get a fair notion from 
the Steel Corporation’s quarterly re- 
port. From the $17,000,000 earned by 
it in October, the high record figures 
for any month in its history, the con- 
cern’s earnings dropped to a little over 
$5,000,000 in December. Authorities are 
in agreement that there was little, if 
any, recovery from this great loss dur- 
ing January, and if this is the situation 
with this great barometer of trade, 
conditions elsewhere may be easily 
imagined. We have the testimony of 
railroad earnings to substantiate the 
evidence of the steel trade returns, and 
the two provide, of course, a true pic- 
ture of existing conditions. There are, 
however, promises of better things. 
Where the railroads a month ago were 
besieging bankers for money, the bank- 
ers are now endeavoring to persuade 
the railroads to take money, and each 
day finds an easing of rates which 
must result shortly in the flotation of 
loans upon most favorable terms. With 
the proceeds’ of these loans railroads 
will be able to make purchases of steel 
rails and other materials so necessary 
to the completion of plans in hand and 
to the up-keep of their properties. This 
means new business for manufacturers. 


At the same time the roads will be in|} 


position to liquidate long-standing obli- 
gations to the thousand and one con- 
cerns engaged in the making of rail- 
road supplies. The importance of this 
is hardly to be overestimated, as the 
citation of one instance will prove. To 
a certain equipment company one West- 
ern railroad owed $200,000. Other rail- 
roads were debtors to this same. com- 
pany in different amounts, and, being 
unable to collect from them, it faged 
the possibility of cutting dividends. A 
personal, urgent appeal made to the 
railroad owing the $200,000 produced 
the insignificant sum of $16,000 in cash. 
The dividend was, of course, put off. 
| From the clearing up of such debts 
there. should come a revival spreading 
through all industries, and its progress 
will be hastened by the price reduc- 
tions which are now being made in 
many commodities. 


While money continued to return to 
banking channels rapidly through the 
week, there must be still outstanding 
some of the $300,000,000 which Secre- 
tary Cortelyou has estimated as panic 
hoardings. Further additions from this 
source are to be expected. Easing 
rates in money markets have now be- 
come so familiar that attention last 
week turned by preference to London, 
where Paris was daily taking large 
amounts of gold. It is the general un- 
derstanding that the Bank of France 
made large advances to London during 
the course of our gold import move- 
ment, and last week’s takings were, 
| therefore, looked upon as repayments. 
They did not extend to the holdings of 
the Bank of England, being satisfied 
by receipts from South Africa. The 
maintenance by the Bank of England 
of a 4 per cent. rate in the face of the 
strongest reserve position it has held at 
this season in a decade seems, how-

BOSTON, Feb. 1.—No increase in the 
domestic demand for copper has become 
evident, and the production is now only 
about 20,000,000 pounds monthly. Ex- 
ports, too, are falling off. Nevertheless, 
in the local stock market prices show 
strength and the tone is good. 

The reports from the Edith May vein 
of North Butte continue to be sensa- 
tional. The ore on the 1,800-foot level 
fis declared to be 90 per cent. first-class 
ore, and the greatest days of the Ana- 
conda are recalled by the developments 
as drifting proceeds. The vein is said 
to be from eight to twenty feet wide so 
far as developed. The shaft is now 2,100 
feet deep. 

_It is hoped to unite the Butte and Lon- 
don’s two veins 200 or 300 feet further 
down and to find profitable ore there. 
Thus far the assay is not much better 
than 2 per cent.

Baltimore & Ohio Follows Lead of 
Other Roads in Forbidding 
Liquor to Its Employes. 


DONE. TO INCREASE SAFETY 


Rule Lessens Chances of Accidents 
from Neglect of Duty by Men in 
Charge of Operation of Trains. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad put into 
effect last week a new rule by which men 
employed in the operation of the road are 
prohibited from partaking of intoxicating 
Mquors either while they are on or off 
duty. The rule has been made a general 
one by the Baltimore & Ohio, and men 
who indulge in intoxicants will in the 
future be barred from that road's service. 
This action served to call public attention 
to a movement among railroad managers, 
which has been in progress for some time 
past, looking to the elimination from rail- 
road service of men who are known to 
indulge in intoxicants. 

A number of other roads have estab- 
lished in the recent past regulations in 
this respect similar to those which are 


JAPANESE FISCAL BUDGET. 


The curtailment of expenditures by the 
Japanese Government as outlined in the 
fiscal year’s budget for 1908-00 calls for 
radical retrenchments and considerable 
increases in revenue. The postponement 
of public works will affect all depart- 
ments of State for six consecutive years, 
and the sum to be thus annually econo- 
mized is about $60,000,000 gold. Military 
enterprises are to be postponed in the 
next fiscal year to the extent of about 
$10,000,000, and naval enterprises to the 
extent of about $2,500,000. The Ministry 
of Communications had to withdraw new 
demands totaling $2,500,000 and also to 
postpone proposed enterprises to the ex- 
tent of $2,500,000. Taken with the post- 
ponement of proposed works by other de- 
partments, the sum to be thus economized 
ir. the next fiscal year is from $18,500,000 
to $19,000,000. 

The postponement of naval works in the 
next fiscal year is only $2,500,000, but 
according to programme it will reach $26,- 
500,000 in six consecutive years, including 
about $5,000,000 in the fiscal year after 
next. 

Instead of increased taxation being in- 
stituted in 1909, it is to be instituted 
from the beginning \of the fiscal year of 
1808, or next April. As foreshadowed, 
the duties on sake, sugar, and tobacco 
are to be increased and that on petroleum 
to be inaugurated. The increase on the 
sake brewery rate by $1.50 per koku 
(39.7 gallons) is expected to yleld about 
$2,500,000 next fiscal year; that in the 
sugar consumption duty by 50 per cent., 
about $1,350,000; that in the tobacco 
monopoly price of 20 per cent., $5,500,000, 
and that by the inauguration of the pe-

CANADA’S PIG IRON OUTPUT. 

James M. Swank of the American Iron 
and Steel Association reports that the 
total production of all-kinds of pig iron 
in Canada in 1907 amounted te 581,146 
tons, against 541,957 tons in 10906, an in- 
crease of 39,189 tons, or over 7 per cent. 

In the first half of 1907 the pig iron 
production of Canada amounted to 270,100 
tons, and in the second half to 311,046 
tons, an increase of 40,946 tons. Of the 
total production in 1907, 572,025 tons were 
made with coke, 8,971 tons with charcoal, 
and 150 tons with electricity, 


During the first half of 1907 the total 
number of furnaces in Canada actually in 
blast, for the whole or a part of the 
period, was twelve, of which ten used coke 
and two used charcoal. During the last 
half of the year the total number of act- 
ive furnaces was fifteen, of which thirteen 
used coke and two used charcoal. 


Electrification In Chile. 


The Chilean Government is studying 
the possibility of changing the first and 
second sections of the State railways for 
the use of electrica] instead of steam 
power. The Consul adds: 

“The first section connects Valparal 
with Santiago, and is about 100 miles 


long, and the second section extends from 
aaa to Comcegsion, and is about 850 
miles in length. ouble track is being 
laid on the first section. At present the 
coal bills for the State railways are heavy 
since a large proportion of the coal used 
is imported at a high cost.”

Gov. Fort Having Bills Prepared 
to Increase the Auto Rev- 
enues Three Times. 


NEW YORKERS MUST PAY 


Those Who Take Only Occasional 
Trips Into the State Will Have to 
Have a License for Whole Year. 


There are nov in course of preparation 
j by direction of Gov. Fort of New Jersey 
'a number of bi s that will greatly affect 
'the automobilis s who use the roads of 
the State, and will bear with especial 
hardship upon New Yorkers who take an 
occasional run to the resorts along the 
Jersey coast. It is the idea of Gov. Fort 
that sufficient funds should be got out of 
licensing automobiles to pay the expense 
of keeping all of the main roads of the 
State in good) order. 

While Gov. Fort is not an automobilist, 
he got @ general idea of the subject by 
the use of a machine while touring the 
State before his election, and he formed 
the opinion that the revenue from auto 
licenses instead of being approximately 
$86,000, as it was in 1907, should be three 
times that amount. 

Last year owners of 17,610 machines 
paid $61,594.25 for registration certificates, 
while 18,085 licenses, at a cost of $25,529, 
were taken out by operators for the privi- 
lege of running machines. Fines received 
by the department in the same period ag- 
gregated $5,640. The registration fee for 
an automobile Is $8 a year for vehicles 
below thirty horse power, and $5 for those 
having thirty or more horse power. The 
license fee is $1 a year for cars of less 
than thirty horse power, and $2 for those 
above. 

Gov, Fort favors higher registration and 
license fees, graded on the basis of the 
horse power of the machine operated to 
cover the cost of repairs to State roads 
made necessary by the wear and tear 
wrought by the powerful machines. 

No material changes in the existing 
speed regulations are contemplated in the 
bills being dra:ted.by Gov, Fort and Sena- 
tor Frelinghuysen, who {s co-operating 
with the Governor. The present law pro- 
vides for a maximum speed of twenty 
miles an hour on straightaway roads in 
the open country, and fifteen miles an 
hour where there are curves or intersect- 
ing roads. In the built-up sections, where 
the houses are less than 100 feet apart, 
it provides a maximum speed of twelve 
miles an hour, and in the same sections, 
where there are intersecting streets or 
turns in the street, the maximum speed 
is eight and one- half miles an hour. 

It is understood that under the proposed 
new laws there will be no provision for 
making an exception of the thousands of 
New Yorkers who make an occasional trip 
into New Jersey. They will probably 
have to pay the same registration fee as 
aoe who use the roads regularly every 
day 

An effort was made in the last Jegis- 
lature to amend the law by creating short- 
term registration, but the Jersey lawmak- 
ers did not take kindly to the proposition. 

All licenses are granted for one year 
from the date of issue, and under the 
resent system there is no device to des- 
gnate the year in which the owner regis- 
tered.

NORMALCOLLEGE PRESIDENCY 


Some Action May Be Taken To-day 
Toward Finding DOr. Hun- 
ter’s Successor. 


The trustees of the Normal College will 
meet this afternoon to adopt formal reso- 
lutions of regret for the death of Prof. 
Gillet, senior professor of the college and 
its acting President. It is probable at 
the same time that action may be taken 
toward finding a permanent head for the 
college to replace President Thomas Hunt- 
er, who retired a year ago last May. 

In the opinion of a great many members 
of the board this appointment has already 
been too long delayed. The feeling has 
been intensified by the death of Prof. 
Gillet, who, though sorely in need of rest, 
undertook to fill the vacancy temporarily 
at the board’s urgent request, and died 
at his post. For this reason it is likely 
that a new President will be selected as 
quickly as possible. 

There are many candidates for the va- 
cant Presidency. Some of the opponents 
of the City Superintendent of Schools 
would like to see him fill it more with 
the idea of getting him out of the 
than for any other reason, but it Is hardly 
likely that with so many of his plans for 
the schools incomplete, Dr. Maxwell will 
care to be shelved in the Normal College 
Presidency. Several of his associates in 
the Board of Superintendents, however, 
are understood to be quite willing to have 
the lightning strike them, and to the 
choice of any of these Dr. Maxwell would 
probably have no objection. 

One factor in the selection is that a 
feeling has grown in the Board of oi 


tion recently that the next Normal Colle 
President, if not a New Yorker, should 
be at least an educator familiar with the 
New York system and its needs, and some 
members of the board are inclined to seek 
such a man among President Hunter's 
late associates in the college itself. Dr. 
Hunter's great success with the college is 
partly responsible for this feeling, the idea 
being that @ younger man, trained as he 
was, would be a popular, and perhaps the 
wisest, choice that could be made. 

The names of three members of the 
present Faculty have been mentioned at 
various times since President Hunter re- 
tired as fitted to fill his place. - These are 
Prot. Edward §S. Burgess, head of the 
Department of National Science, and since 
the death of Prof. Gillet the senior in the 
college Faculty. George Whicher, Pro- 
fessor of Latin and Greek, and Prof. 
James M. Kieran, who holds the Chair of 
Pedagogy All of these served under 
President Hunter , and each is said to have 
advocates in the board.
